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Hear Pruning Expert

In yesterday’s column I called 
your attention to the fruit tree prun¬ 
ing demonstration arranged by the 
Victoria Horticultural Society. This 
takes place at 2 p.m. today at 760 
Coldstream Road, the home of Ken 
HI neks, with Also Uttler. district 
horticulturist, demonstrating and ex¬ 
plaining the correct method. 

This Is by far and away the best 
way to get tne hang of this pruning 
business - watching a real expert do 
the Job and hearing to* explanations 
—and H you have any fruit trees in 
your garden to be pruned, there la no 
better way of spending a Saturday 
afternoon. If you can t make It today 
or if the weather should wash It out. 
two more similar demonstration* 
have been arranged for next week.

Wednesday at the 
home of N. P Flnnemore, MO Agnes 
Street, and Saturday, also at 2 pa, 
It 1346 Thuriow Street, the residence 
of Mrs. J. D. McGllllvray. These af- 
fairs are open to the general public 
and there la no charge; moreover. 
Mr. Uttler Is always willing to 
answer questions. 

In this connection. I have noticed 
a lot of novice gardener* are hesitant

to ask questions, fearing to expose 
their abywnal Ignorance and be 
laughed at. To those beginners, my 
advice is to speak up, no matter how 
basic or elementary your question 
nwy seem. After all. these demon¬ 
strations are for you. not for experi¬ 
enced pruners. and you tan bet your 
bottom dollar that. If there la any 
part of the pruning operation that 
Isn’t dear to you. there will be a 
dozen other* In the audience mysti¬ 
fied over the -same point 
d d •* 

In yesterday's Garden Notes I 
made a fumbling attempt to explain 
the pruning of the main branch tip* 
for those out-of-town folks who cant 
•et to the demonstrations. Today I 
want to get on with the pruning of 
the side branches growing out along 
the length of each main branch. These 
are called "laterals." and the objects 
In cutting these back are to let In 
plenty of light and air. to correct con¬ 
gested growth and to help persuade 
fruit bud* or "spurs" to form. 

Just as with the tip* of main 
branches, the amount you cut away 
from these laterals depends on their 
thickness and strength and on their 
direction of growth. Side bianchea 
growing inward toward the centre of 


the tree should be removed entirely, 
making your cut smooth and flush 
with the parent branch. Any which 
are rubbing or crossing other 
branches should also come out In the 
same way. 

a * * 

On the remaining laterals, weak 
and whippy shoots should be cut back 
to within two bud* of the parent 
branch, making your slanting cut 
Immediately above the selected bud. 
On thicker, stouter shoots, cut back 
to five buds from the base. Keep an 
eye open as you week for any dead, 
diseased or Injured stood and take 
‘this out completely. 

Use a good pair of pruning seca¬ 
teur* and a small but very sharp saw 
for your pruning and keep them well 
oiled. Better wear your oldest work 
clothes on the Job. for pruning can 
be almost as dirty a Job aa spra ying. 
When you finish, rake up and bum 
all your pruning*, for dead wood can 
become a nasty source Of Infection 
for living tree*. 

As a rule, small pruning wound* 
will heal quite nicely without any 
dressing. Cuts more than an inch in 
diameter are best given a squ irt ft 
Thkmex or Ortho tree wound dress¬ 
ing from an aerosol can, «r pain* 
with Braoo.

Carnival is still three weeks 
away but the fever In the Brazilian 
blood has already begun to bc*l ana 
bubble. Anyone with a drum—and 
everyone seems to have a drum—can 
start an Impromptu dance tn the 
streets by banging on R. They don't 
need the melody. Just the Hgthm. 
and pretty noon the shapely Brazil¬ 
ian bottoms begin to shake and weave 
with practised Immemorial skill. 
They dance on the sidewalk* with an 
abandon, a Joy, a lighthearted gaiety 
that makes It extrmemly difficult to 
con c e ntr ate on Brazil's staggering 
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I had lunch the other day with a 


Brazilian who comes from the north¬ 
east. where 22.000,000 Brazilians live 
In a state of the moat appalling 
poverty. 

"What do they do In the north- 
e^0t?* I liked. 

"TTwy starve," he Mid cheerfuUy. 

Lately, the northeast section, 
centering around Recife, ha* received 
tom of publicity In the United States. 
The Sudene plan developed by the 
Brazilian economist Ceh>o Fu it ado 
has attracted the attention of the 
UB. Administration, right up to 
President Kennedy himself. A de¬ 
cision to help out or not to help out 
will be made soon. Hie Sudene Is 
an immensely ambitious achroie to 
industrialize the area and resettle Its 
population.

“After all." Mid one Brazilian to 
me. "the northeast la not a new 
problem. People have been starving 
up there for 30 years before the As- 
sodated Preas discovered the area. 
That’s the difference between the 
Latin temperament and the Anglo- 
Saxon urge to do something now. 
(Ms minute. It's difficult to talk In 
neogniaabie terms to one another. 
A Hindu philosopher JuK passed 


through this lovely city and h* wrote 
back to Ms own people in gentle 
wonder that Brazil was "the only 
working anarchy In the world." 

The Brasilians haven't got any 
government. Well, almost none after 
Janio Quadras, the brilliant but un¬ 
stable president, drifted out of the 
country to a huff. The Brazilian* 
were saddled with "Jango" Goulart. 
They don't trust Goulart. so they 
stripped the presidency of most of 
Its power* and scattered them among 
the parliament, a prime minister, and 
hto cabinet—so that no on* really ran 
get anything done.

"Four-handed government." My* 
Gov. Carlos Lncerda. the very witty 
conservative governor of this prov¬ 
ince, “la for monkeys — not for 
humane." This Is typical of the 
Brazilian style of politics. A turn 
of phrase la very important. If* not 
what you do In politic* as much as 
how you do it. . 

"Democrary can be Mved only by 
those who believe in It” he said. *T 
don't despise money, but If we Kay 
to the field of economies. we'U never 
mvt this country °* n '
